WAsmNQTON, Feb. 25.— The president 
•nbmitted to congress yesterday a me»- 
•age concerning the world's fair, to- 
gether with tha annual report of tb< 
world's ColnmbisD oomtiiiBsion, *he r»< 
Mrt of the goremment bosrd and tht 
board of lady msiiagers. The measage 
is as follows: 

To the Senate and House of Repreeenta- 
tlves: 

1 trmismit liorewith, for the inforraa- 
tion of conxresK, the annual report of tke 
wurid'H Goluinliian commission; a suppla- 
mentary report of the same oommiasioo 
aubuiiUed Feb. 1«, 18SK; the report of the 
board appointed by me nnder Section 16 
of the act ef April 'J.">, 18SK), to have charge 
of the exhibit to be made by the exeoi- 
tive departments, the Smithsonian insti- 
tute, the fish commission and the Na- 
tional museum, and the report of the 
board of lady managers provided for by 
Section 6 of the act referred to. 

The information fumiahed by these re- 
ports as to the proKress of the work is not 
only sHti»factoi y, but liighly gratifying. 

The plan and scope adopted, and the 
site and htiiMings seieeted and now being 
erected, are fully commensnrate with the 
national and international character of 
the enterprise contemplated by the legis- 
lation of congress. The Illiaols corpora- 
tion has fully eoupliad with tiie condi- 
tion of ths law that tlO,000.000 shoold be 
provided, and the government oommls- 
.•iiou reports I hat th4i "grouada and boild- 
iug!3 will be the moat eztemdvc, adequate 
and ornata evar 4aToted to such pur- 
poses." 

It seems, however, that from 11,000^000 
t* 18,000,000 more wUl, In the •pinion of 
the local board sad the national commis- 
■lon, be naooMary ta prepaN the ezpoai- 
tion for a eomplata and saooanfallaMgu- 
ration. 

It will be noticed (Tom tha report* tiiat 
it woa first propoaed by the looal comdils- 
■loa to aak of coograai a loan of 15,000,000, 
to b« repaid .'rom reoeipta, and that the 
national eop^raiaatoa approved this aug 
gestioa. Sabaeqnently the IlUneU expo 
■ition corporation raoonaidsrad ita action 
and *determtnad to aak a aabaoriptton of 
16,000,000. 

The supplementary report of the na 
tional oommiaaton aaema to approve thi 
amended preposition; I hava aot myself 
that detailed Infotmatloa as to tha llnan 
olal necesaititsa of tha enterprise which 
woQid enable me to form an udependent 
Judgment of tha additional amount nec 
essary, and am not, therefore, prepared to 
make any specific recomnundatlon to 
congress upon the subject. 

The copimittees of congress having this 
matter lb charge will undoubtedly obtain 
tul\ and aeoarate lafomatioB bates final 
action. 

The expoaltton, notwithstanding the 

limitatious which the act contains, is an 
enterpriue to which the United States is 
BO far comnii^od, that congress ought not, 
I think, to withhold Just and reasoiiu)>lo 
further support, if the local corporation 
consents to proper conditions. 

Liberality on the part of the United 
States is due to the foreit:;!! nations that 
have reapor d in a friendly way to tbe 
invitation of this goveruniont to i)artie 
pate iu the exposition, and will. 1 am 
sure, meet the approval of our people. 
Tha expo.sition will be one of the most 
illustrious incidents In onr civic histury 
I transmit, also, cerUun resolutions 
adopted by representatives of the na- 
tional gnanU of the various states, ap 
pointed by the governors to attend a con 
veution which was hold in Chicago on 
theaoth of OclolKir, 1891, with a view to 
consider the subject of holding a uiiliUiry 
encampment at Chicago during the ex- 
positioo.

Work of tha Women. 
The report of the board of lady man 
agers shows the operations of the board 
from Nov. 19, 1890, to Nov. 19, 1891. 
Mm. Potter Palmer, president of l^e 
board, states that the preliminary work 
in moat of the states has tended to the 
securing of Uberal legislation, liberal 
state appropriations and the official rec 
egnition of women upon state commis- 
siona. Ten per cent, of the |8(M,tOO do- 
nated by Illinois for the fair was i^ven 
to the women's board. A laigs propor- 
tion of the tweat y-eigbt states that Bave 
mada world's mx spprepriations, and 
have appointed Ststs ooaoaamssioiis, have 
a^ven women reprossotstion thereon. 
The most je<Ueasly gasrdsd ^vilege of 
the board of ladjr aiaaatsrs was that ac 
corded bx act of oongrsss allowing it to 
appoint SOS or mar* members of all 
iunes to pans sb work, done whoUy or 
ra part by women. The women's build- 
lag was now ahncet completed, and was 
mtbsr adruiood than anvfof the other 
snrsetores.

Miller 
cHinl'.edout "u a ledge beneath the fifth 
story windows. Talhott tried to follow, 
but the siiioko and fiaiin's overcame 
him and he foil liack in the bui iiiiif.

IxiNDON, Feb. 25.— The large rliiintiey 
of Theniton's mills, at ( liickli-'aton, fell 
yesterday. The chimney was over 180 
feet high and almost completely denool- 
iahed &e mills. Thirteen persons wars 
Ullad and twelve others tOm S«t «( 
the mlns seriotuly injured. 

The wirvivors say that they heaid a 
terrible ruiiil>ling sound, which seemed 
to come from the chimney. Tlie g^reat 
stack quivered and swayed, aud then 
toppled over from the top, at first 
almost keeping the chimney form and 
then bursting into an avalanche of brick 
and mortar und dust, which fell with 
terrific force upon the raills. 

AH the tiiqiloyes heard the warning 
sound .and, although they did not know 
what was the matter they stopped 
work instantly, and many mada a mah 
for the exits. Then came the mass of 
matci ial, crushing the mills like an egg 
shell, and everything was hidden by ua 
doud ef dust that arose, dense ani 
suffocating, from where ^le chimney 
and factory had stood. 

The shrieks of women and cries of 
men could be heard by those who rushed 
to the scene of the fatality. Woman 
dashed forth with dishevelled hair, 
some ot than white and sUent. others 
utterlac 9i terror and af pain. 

The rescuers went to work with a 
will. It was found, as the cloud of dust 
cle;ired away, that portions of the mills 
remained sounding, bat 'tiMt the oooo* 
pants could not eecvpe, excantb^tiM 
windows, other means of exu liaviBf 
been cut off. Ladders and flrs sscapss 
were raised and tha smployss wars 
helped to the gronnd. 

It was dangerous work, lor tha 
patches of walls seemed to rsaland 
shake and threatened every momsatto 
fall beneath tbe weight of reacners and 
rescued. One poor woman, a widow, 
stood at a vnndow while bar little difl* 
dien, four iu number, and notonaof 
them over eight years of age, wars in 
the crowd below looking op at their 
mother and crying aa if their haarts 
would break. Bha was safely earriad 
down. 

Apparently miraculous was the sk* 
perience of the men who had been at 
work repairing the chimney. Onlr a 
fewminntea before tbe diMStsr laajr 
desisted from work for laokaC nateiiat, 
and left the chimney jost bifora fha 
catastrophe.

Battle in Bunaah.

We stated ■ few dmyn ago that a com- 
pany was being formed in thig city to 
eUrt a plug tobacco factory, and that 
§90,000 of tlM sfeoek had been taken. 
Yesterday we were informed that the 
parties interaated in the matter were 
waiting to aee whether the Legialatare 
passes Iho new rpveniie and taxation bill 
in its pre-sent form. If that is done, the 
parties say they will eattblish their fac- 
tory at Aberdeen. 

The revenue bill will nndoubtedly drive 
capital out of Kentucky and do the State 
great injury if passed in its present form. 
Tlie objectionable clause proposes-to tax 
the capital stock ami all the property of 
a corporation and then compel the cor- 
poration to pay taxes also on the earning 
capacity of its caiiital, if wc unelerstanfl 
it correctly. This would be unjust. It'e 
like taxing the earning capacity of an in- 
dividual, and who ever thouirht of such a 
thing as that ? The new law, in its pres- 
ent form, will prove oppressive and drive 
capital to other States. Here's a com- 
pany with an authorized capital of $100,- 
000, arranging to engage in business here 
in Maysville, but the members come 
right out and say the factory will be lo- 
cated in Ohio if the bill is passed. 

It seems to us that the business men 
of Maysville, speaking through the Com- 
mercial Club, should join in the protest 
being made against the objectionable 
features of the mMsnre. It is to be 
hoped Senator Poyntz and Rejiresenta- 
tive Frazee will look at the matter in tli(> 
right light, and endeavor to have the bill 
amended, «o that it will not become a 
law with such mi unjust, unwise and op- 
pressive clause in it.

Til* Bin to Pnhrldo for a Ttopn Ui- 
fUif at the Coming Cent 
Fmms tko Seaato. 

In the State Senate yesterday the bill 
to provide for an exhibit at the World's 
Fair was up for consideration^ 

An amendment to take the power of 
appointing the Commissioners oat of the 
haadi of tlM Govemfcr and name them 

in the bill, was defeated. An amend- 
ment to reduce the appropriation from 
$100,000 to $76,000 was defeated by a vote 
of 23 to fl. The bill was then passed by a 
vote of 28 to 3. Tlie nays were: Senators 
Conner, Clark and Orr. The provision 
to divert $16,000 of the appropriation to 
the use of the Lexington Centennial was 
made mandatory instead of discretionary 
with the Board of Managers. 

In the Hotise Mr. Neat offered a reso- 
lution calling upon the Superintendent 
of the Feeble-minded Institute to furnish 
the House with information as to the 
number of i)aui)ci- idiots in the place, 
and other matters, all of which has been 
fully covered iu the Superintendent's 
annual report The resolution was adopt- 
ed. 

A petition signed by sundry dtisens of 

Covington earnestly })rotestinp airainst 
the provisions of tlie McChord bill which 
lays heavy rsstiictions upon fraternal so- 
cieties was presented. 
. Th9 bill providing for and defining the 
power and duties of the Commissioner 
of Agriculture came up next, and a lot 
of amwkdments were oflbred. There was 
considerable debate over different parts 
of the bill, but it was passed substan- 
tially as it was reported. The bill dis- 
penses with the four Advjsnry Commis- 
sioners provided iu the original bill and 
reduces the general expenditurss from 
$13,000 to $10,000. The Commissioner's 
salary is reduced from $2,500 to $2,000 
per annum, and he is allowed $1,300 for 
a clerk, or for more than one clerk, in 
the discretion of the Commissioner. 

Warden Bolan's open letter to Gover- 
nor Brown was laid on the desks of the 
Representatives and Senators. 

Speaking of the removal of Capt. Bolan 
as Warden of the penitentiary, the Com- 
mercial Oasette correspondent sa)rs : "A 
bill will be introduced some time during 
the present session to create a Board of 
PrlsonCommiasionen who shall take from 
the Sinking Fund all responsibility in 
such affaire. That such a bill is favored 
by one of the Commissioners of the Sink- 
ing Fimd is known to be a fact, and it is 
e(iually knowu that a late Governor of the 
State was and is in favor of its passage. 
This Board would take from the Governor 
some of his most important patronage, 
but it would prevent a repetition :of the 
scenes last week, and for that reason is 
desired by man)'." 

A bill is pending to amend article 7, 
chapter 41, of the General Statutes, by 
allowing a Sheriff $2.50 per day and 
necessary expenses, when sent to another 
county to summon witnesses for the 
Commonwealth in felony

Fifth — AVe b{?lieve that the money of 
the country .sbould bu kept as much us 
pos.sible in the handH of the people, and 
hence, we dentaud that all national and 
stat« revenues shall be limited to the 
necessary e.xpenflcH of the government 
economically iiud boueHtly odmiuistertd. 

Sixth— We demand that postal baviugn 
banks be established by tha government 
for the safe d -posit of the earnings of the 
people, aud tt facilitate exchange.
